WHY  NOT  A  STATpMENT  OF  BELIEF? 

There  are  evidently  some  members  of  our 
Southern  Baptls^  Convention  who  are  afraid  of  a 
confession  of  faijh.  The  reasons  for  their  fear  do 
not  appear  sufficiently  clear  to  this  scribe.  Cer¬ 
tainly  every  Individual  has  a  creed,  If  he  does  any 
thinking.  As  a  creed  Is  only  a  statement  of  what 
one  believes.  And  a  common  belief  about  the 
Bible  and  its  teachings  is  the  only  possible  basis 
for  Christian  unity,  or  church  unity.  Is  there 
no  common  grotjnd  of  belief  among  Baptists?  If 
not  then  the  name  "Baptist''  means  nothing.  It 
has  heretofore  been  our  conviction  that  the  name 
Baptists  stands  for  something  definite,  something 
fundamental  In  ]Blble  teachings.  If  It  does  not. 
why  should  any]  one  wish  to  be  a  Baptist?  But, 
says  one.  Baptists  believe  simply  In  the  New  Tes¬ 
tament  as  thelrjruie  of  faith  and  practice.  But 
all  other  professed  Christians  believe  that,  or,  at 
least,  claim  so  ^o  believe.  Yet  we  know  there 
are  varied  beliefs  among  professed  followers  of 
Christ;  and  some  of  their  differences  are  raOK-a. 
and  fundaments).  So,  What  is  to  distinguish  us 
Baptists  as  such  ? 

In  the  past,  surely  we  have  had  a  common  view¬ 
point  and  a  firm  conviction  as  to  the  fundamental 
teachings  of  God's  Word.  Furthermore,  the  teach¬ 
ings  of  God'*  Word  have  not  changed.  Nor  have 
the  great  mass  of  Baptists  reached  the  conclusion 
ln  these  latter  days  that  they  were  formerly 
mistaken  In  their  understanding  of  the  Scripture*.
